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Futures  Trading  in  Soybeans 


The  chart  in  this  issue  of  Trade  in  Grain  Futures  shows  soybean 
futures  prices,  volurae  of  trading,  and  open  contracts  on  the  Chicago 
Board  of  Trade  from  October  1,  1948^  tlirough  June  5,  1950. 

Soybean  futures  prices  rose  sharply  in  March,  April  and  May  1950, 
the  July  future  advancing  from  231  3/4  cents  per  bushel  to  325,  an 
increase  of  40  percent.    Price  movements  v/ere  characterized  by  wide 
fluctuations  during  trading  sessions.    On  eleven  days  in  this  period 
the  July  future  reached  the  daily  fluctuation  limit  of  10  cents  per 
bushel,  six  times  on  the  high  side  and  five  tim.es  on  the  low  side. 

During  this  period  of  wide  price  fluctuations  in  soybean  futures 
there  was  an  unusually  large  volume  of  speculative  activity  in  the 
market.    Although  the  seasonal  peak  of  hedging  v/as  well  passed,  the 
volume  of  trading  on  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  in  March,  April  and  May 
was  greater  than  that  at  the  height  of  the  soybean  marketing  season 
last  autumn.    Trading  volume  in  the  March-May  period,  aggregating 
1,207,843,000  bushels,  was  30  percent  greater  than  in  October,  November 
and  December  1949,  when  the  bulk  of  the  1949  crop  was  being  marketed 
by  farmers.    Trading  in  the  March-J;Iay  poricd  in  1950  was  171  percent 
greater  than  in  the  corresponding  period  in  1949. 

The  recent  speculative  interest  in  the  soybean  market  was  also 
reflected  in  open  contracts.    In  the  face  of  a  continuing  seasonal 
decline  in  short  hedging  commitments  in  March  and  April,  total  open 
contracts  remained  at  relativclj'"  high  levels. 

A  survey  by  the  Commodity  Exchange  Authority  covering    all  accounts 
in  soybean  futures  on  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  as  of  March  27,  1950, 
showed  that  87  percent  cf  the  3,096  accounts  in  the  market  were  speculative. 
Speculators  held  the  bulk  of  the  commitments  on  both  sides  of  the  market, 
and  were  net  long  on  balance.    Hodgers '  positions  constituted  a  minority 
of  the  open  contracts.    The  following  tabulation-  shews  the  number  of 
accounts  and  amount  of  commitments  of  specula.tors  and  hcdgers  on  March  27, 
as  reported  by  futures  commission  merchants:
